The Roger W. Jones Award is given annually to two Federal career 
executives who have demonstrated superior leadership. The recipients 
of the 1979 award were Christopher C. Kraft, Director of the Johnson 
Space Center, NASA (nominee of NASA Administrator Robert A. Frosch) 
and Dale R. McOmber, Assistant Director, Budget Review, OMB (nominated 
by OMB Director James I. McIntyre, Jr.).
